Camden, Aug. 41. 1780. 
My Lor», 
T is with great pleafure that I communicate to your Lordship an ac- 
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count of a complete victory obtained on the 16.b in.tant, by his 
Majelty’s troops under my command, over the rebel fouibera araty 
commandéd by Gen ra! Gates. 

In my difpatch Ne. t. 1 had the hononr te inform you hip, 
that while at Charleitown I was repularly acquaimed vy Ler Rawdon 
with every material incidest or movement mad by the en m-, o ry 
the troops undet his Lordihip’s command. On the yti ia tani, tw 


expreffes arrived, with an account that General Gates wa yancing 


towards wynche’s Creek with bis whole ari uppoied to am unt to 
6000 men, excelufive of a detachment of 900 men, under General 
Sumpter, who, after having in vain attempted to force che pouts at 
Rocky Mount and Hanging Rock, was believed ¢ MA: thas. 


trying to get round thre -jeit of onr polition, to cut of oa commurica- 
tion with the Coagarees and Charleftown , thay the ditaiectes conutry 
besween Pedee and Black River had actually revolted ; aad tyat Lord 
Rawdon was contracting his potts, and preparing to ailembI® his force 
at Camden. 

~ In cenfequence of this information, after finilbing fome important 
points of bufinefs at Charleftown, I fet out on the evening ot the roth, 
and arrived at Camden on the night between the 13th and r4th, and 
there fotind Lord Rawdon with our whole force, except Licutenant- 
Colonel Turnbull’s dmall detachment, which fell back from Rocky 
Mount to Major Fergufgn’s poits of the militia of Nincty-fix on Little 
River. 

L had now my option to make, cither to retire or attempt the enc- 
my; for the pofition'at Camden was a bad one to be attacked in, and 
by General Sumpter’s advancing down the Wateree my iupplies mutt 
have failed me in a few days. 

I faw no difficulty in making good my retreat to Charles Town with 
the troops that were able to march; but, in taking that refolution, I 
mutt have-not only leit néar 860 fick and a great quantity of {tores at 
this place, but I clearly faw the (lofs of the whole province, except 
Charles Town, and of all Georgia, except Savannah, as immediate 
confequences, befides forfeiting all preteniious to future confidence 
from our. friends in this part of America. 

On.the other hand, there was no doubt of the rehel army being 
well appointed, and of its number being upwards of $000 meh, exclu- 
five of General Sumpier’s detachment, and of a corps of Virginia mi- 
litia of 12 or FsGO men, cither a¢tually joined or expected to join the 
‘main body every hour; and my own corps, which never were nume- 
rous, was now reduecd, by ficknefs and other cafualties, to about 1400 
fighting men of Regulars and Provinciais, with 4 or 500 militia and 
North Carolina Refugees. 

However, the greateft part of the troops that I had being perfectly 
good, and having leit Charlettown tuiiciently garrifoned and provided 
for a fiewe, and feeing little to lofe by a defeat, and much to gain by 
a victory, I refelved to take the firft good opportunity to attack the re- 
bel army. 

Accordingly, I took great pains to procure good information of their 
movements and pofitions ‘atid 1 learned that they had encamped, af- 
ter marching from Hanging Rock, 4: Colonel Rageley’s, about twelve 
miles from hence, an the afternoon af the r4th. 

After confulting fome incelligent. people, well acquainted with the 
ground, I determined to march at ten o’elock on the night of the rst, 
and to attack at day-break, pointing my principal force aguiait their 
Continentals, who, from good intelligence, | knew to be badly pofted 
clofe to Colene! Rugeley’s houfe.. Late in the evening I received in- 
formation. that the Virgioians had joined that day : However, that 
having been expected, I did not alter my plan, but marched at the 
hour appointed, leaying the defe:ce of Camden to tome Proviacials, 
militia, and convalefcents, and a detachmenc of the 63d regiment, 
which, by being mounted on-horfes w hich they had preiled. on the road, 
it was hoped would arrive inthe courfe of-the aight. 

I had proceeded. nine. miles, when aout hali an hour pat two in 
the morning, my advanced guard, fell in with the enemy. By the 
weight of the fire Twas eonyinced they were in confiderable force, and 
was foon.aflured by fome delerters and priioners, that it was the who'e 
rebel army on its ‘march’ to attack us at Camden, » [ immediately halt- 
ed and formed, and the enemy doing the fame, the firing toon, ceaied, 
Confiding inthe ditciplined courage of his Maje(ty’s troops, and well 
apprized by--feveral, intelligent: inhabitants, that the ground on which 
both armies ftood, being narrowed by fwamps on right and left; was 
extremely favourable for my nuinbers, I did not chate to hazard the 
great {take for which I was going to fight, to theuncertainty and,con- 
fafidn to Which’an aftion in the dark is fo particularly liable $ But pa- 
ving taken-meafures that the enemy should not have it in their power 
to avoid an-engagement on that ground, I refolved to defer the attack 
till day. . At the dawn I made my latt difpofition, and formed the 
troops-in the following order: The divition of the right, confilting of 
a fall corps of light infantry, the 23d and 33d regiments, under the 
command of Licutenant-Colonel Webfter; the divifion of the left, con- 
fifting of the Volunteers of Ireland, Infantry of the Legion, and part 
of Licutenant-Colonel Hamilton's North Carolina regiment. under the 
command of Lord Rawdon,, with 2 fix and 2 three pounders, which 
were commanded by Lieutenant Macleod: ‘Fhe 7 xi regiment with 
2 fix pounders was formed as a referve, one battalion in the rear of 
the divifion of the right, the‘other of that of the left, and the cavalry 
of the legion in,the rear, and the country being woody, clofe to the 
to feize any opportunity that might offer

This difpofition was juit-made when 1 perceived that the enemy, 
having likewife perfifted in their refolution to fight, were formed in 
two lines oppofite aad near to ns 5 and obferving a movement on their 
left, which I fuppofed to be with an intention to make fome alteration 
in their order, | direéted Lieutenant Colonel Web‘ter to begin the at- 
tack, which was done with great vigour, and in a few miautes the ee 
tion was general along: the whole front. It was at this time a dex 
calm, with a little hazinef$ in the air, which, preventing the {moke 
from rifing, occafioned fo. thick a darknefs, that it was dicicult to fee 
the effeét of a very heavy and well fupported fire on both fides. Our 
Jine continued to advance in good order, and with thie cool intrepidity 
of experienced Biitith’ foldiers, keeping up a conftant fire, or making 
nie of bayonets, as opportunities offéred; and, after an obftinate re- 
fiftance during three quarters of an hour, threw the enemy into total 
confufion, «and foreed them to give way in all quarters. At this in- 
ftant I ordered the cavalry to complete the rout, which was performed 
with their ufual promptitude and gallantry ; and after doing great ex~ 
ecuiion on the field of battle, they continued the purfuit to Hanging 
Rock, twenty-two miles fromthe place where the action happened, 
éuing which many of the enemy were ‘flain, a nymber of priloners, 
fRar’ T50' wagon’, fin'one of. which.was a brafs cannon, the carriage 
@fwhich kad heen damaged in the fkirmish of the night) a confiderable 
quantity. of military ttores,.and all the baggage and camp equipage of 
the rebel army, fell into our hands.’ : 

The lof of the enemy wes very confiderable 5a number of colours, 
and feven jieces of brats cannon, (being.all their artillery that were 
in the> action) with all their-ammanition waggons, were taken ; bes 
tween cizht and nine hundred were killed, among that number Briga- 
diersGeneral Gre vory, and about oye thoufand prifoners, ‘many of 
whom wounded, of which number were Major-General Baron de Kalb, 
fince dead, and Brigadier General Rutherford. 
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Phave the honour to inclofe 6 return ot. kilédand wounded on our 
fide. The lols of So «many brave svn is muuch #0 be lamented ; but the 
number is moderate in proportion to 1% great an advantage. 

The behaviour of his’ Majefty}s poops:in general was beyond all 
praife ; it did honour to themfelyes and to their cénritry. f was par- 
ticularly indebted to Colonel Lard Rawdon, and to Lievtenant-colonel 
Webfter, for the diftinguithed. courage and abilitywith which they / 
conduéted their refpective divilions, and the capacity and vigor of Lieu- 
tenantecolonel Tarleton atthe head of the cavalry defetye my higheft 
commendations; Lieutentnt M*‘Leod exerted himfelf greatly in the 
coriduct of our artillery.’ My Aid de camp Captain Rofs, and Licute- 
nant Haldane of the Bagiheers, who a¢ted in that capacity,\readered 
me mot etiential fervige ; and the public officers,: Major of’ Brigade 
Ragland, who acted as Deputy Adjutant+General, and the Majors of 
Beisade, Manley and Doyle, the wed the moft aétive and zealous atten- 
tion to their duty; Governor Martin became again a militaryman, 
and behaved with the {pirit of a _yonng volunteer. 

The fatigue of the troops rendered them incapable of farther exer- 
tion on the day of the a¢tion;. but, as I faw the importanee of deftroy- 
ing or difperling, if poffible, the corps under Gen. Sumpter, as it 

nizht prove a foundation for aflembling the routed army, on the 
morning of the 17th, I detached Lieut, Colonel ‘Tarleton with theLe- 
gion Cavalry and Infantry, and. the: corps of Lightdnfantry, making 
in all about 350 men, with orders to-attack himewherever he could find 
him; awd, at the fame time, I fent orderg ty Lieutenane-Colonel Turt 
buil and Major Fergufon, at that time’ on, Little Rivet, to put their 
corps in motion immediately, and on their fide to piitfue and endeavour 
to attack General Sumpter. Lieutenant-Colonel “Tatleton executed 
this fervice with his ufual a¢tivity and mifitary addrefs.’ He procared 
good information of Sumpter’s movements, and, by forced and con- 
ccaled marches, came up with and farprized him in the middle of the 
day on -he 13th, near the Catawba Fords. He totally deftroyed or 
difperfed his detachment, ¢onfifting then of 700 men, killing 150 on 
the {pot, and taking two pieces of brais cannon and 300 prifoners, and 
44 waggons. He likewife retook roo of our men, who had fallen into 
their haads partly at the a¢tion at Hanging Rock, and partly in efcort= 
ing fome wagyons from Congarees to Camden; and hereleafed tso of 
our militia men, or friendly country people,'who had been feized by 
the rebels. Captain Campbell, who commandéd the light infantry, a_ 
very promiling odicer, was unfortunately killed in this affair, © Our lofs 
otherwife was trifling. ~ his action was too.brilliant to need any com- 
ment of mine, and will, I have no doubt, highly recommend Lieute- 
nant Colonel Tarleton to his Majelty's favour, The rebel forces being 
at prefent difperfed, the internal com motions and infurrcétions in the 
province will now flibfi@e. But I thall tive ‘directions to infiiar éxem-. 
plary punithment on fome of the mott guilty, ‘in-hopes to deter others 
ia future, from fporting with allegiance and oaths, and with the Jeni- 
ty and generofity of the Buitith Government. ' ; 

On the moraing of the 17th I difpatehed proper people into North 
Carolina, with direétions to our friends there to take arms and affem- 
ble immediately, and to feize the moft violent people, and all military 
ftores and magazines belonging to the rebels, aad tointercept all {trag- 
glers from the routed army; and I have promiied to march without 
lois of time to their fupport. Some neceflary fupplies for the army 
are now on their way from Charles Town,, and I hopé that their arri- 
val will enable meé to move in a few days: 

My aid-de-camp, Captain Rofs, will have the honour of delivering 
this difpatch to your Lordthip, and will be able to give you the fullett 
account of the ftate of the army and the‘country. He is avery de 
férving officer, and I take the liberty of recommending him te your 
Lordihip’s favour and patronage.
